DETAILED ACTION 

1. The location of your application in the PTO has changed. To aid in correlating any papers for this 
application, all further correspondence regarding this application should be directed to Art Unit 1644, 
Technology Center 1600. 

2. Applicant's amendment, filed 10/19/98 (Paper No. 2), is acknowledged. 

Claims 1-16 have been canceled. 
Claims 17-170 have been added. 

3. Applicant's Response to the Notice to Comply with Sequence Rules is acknowledged. 
The instant application is in compliance with the Sequence Rules. 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed 
Invention: wherein the specificity of inhibiting tissue growth or inflamed tissue or reducing blood supply 
is: 

A) cancer, 

B) arthritis or 

C) diabetic retinopathy. 

These species are distinct because the pathological conditions differ in etiologies and therapeutic 
endpoints. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S. C. §121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on 
the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
Currently, claims 17, 105 and 144 are generic. 

Applicant is invited to provide the methods claims that read on the elected species. 

5. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of the claimed 
Invention: wherein the ocvP3 antagonist is: 

A) avP3-specific antibody or an 

B) RGD-containing polypeptide. 

Antibodies and polypeptides are distinct because their structures and modes of action are different. 
Further, these species differ with respect to their structure to the extent that a person of ordinary skill in 
the art would not envision one in view of the other. Therefore, they are patentably distinct. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. § 121 to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on 
the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 
Currently, claims 17, 43, 64, 85, 105, 125 and 144 are generic. 

6. Applicant is advised that a response to this requirement must include an identification of the species 
that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, including any 
claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is 
considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably distinct, applicant should 
submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record showing the species to be obvious variants or 
clearly admit on the record that this is the case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the 
inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. § 103 of the other invention.
